	Billet Description: The billet is in the following organization, NOS, OCS, NSDL, HSTP.

The XO, HSTP, serves as the administrative officer for the program.  The incumbent tracks the budget, coordinates system procurement and upgrades, and handles personnel actions.  The incumbent initiates and manages system support focus rather than research.  The incumbent works with OMAO headquarters and Mission Support Divisions on project management for hydrographic data acquisition system upgrades.  The position requires frequent liaison with other NOS, NOAA and other government programs for multi-program integration regarding sonar and oceanographic systems used in hydrography.  The publishing of papers on hydrographic data acquisition systems and implementation is possible.

The XO, HSTP assumes the responsibilities of the Chief, HSTP in his absence.

Provide project management and monitoring for hydrographic system upgrades aboard NOAA ships.

	Career Development Opportunities: This billet's administrative nature allows the officer to develop procurement, budget and personnel skills that will be invaluable as a ship XO.  Opportunities exist for an experienced hydrographic officer to become involved with next generation systems at conception.  Additional research opportunities with Hydrographic Center for Excellence are possible outside regular duties.  An officer with a prior XO tour but limited or no surveying experience, could use this billet to develop hydrographic skills while providing program benefit in administrative manners.  The technical knowledge gained can be used in other programs in the officer's future billets.

The position exposes the officer to the entire Coast Survey operation.  Frequent liaison with all Hydrographic Surveys Division units both in Silver Spring and in the field is necessary.  Opportunities to work with other NOS programs exist as well.
